Langsdorff, last to leave his ship, 


"sent a bitter wireless ashore from the 


abandon ship, protesting that Uruguay 


.'.t refusal to let the Graf Spee remain 


in the harbor later than this even- 
ing 'leaves me no alternative than 
to sink my ship near the coast and 
.save my crew." 


The alternatives he refused were to 


resume- the buttle with British war- 
ships outside the harbor from which 
he fled last Wednesday night, his ship 
split by British shells, or to let lus 
ship be interned for the rest of the 
war.

Lends Finns Cash 


U. S. Remembers Nur- 


mi and Finns Who 


Paid Debts

WASHINGTON — Little Finland is 


it wnr and under the neutrality net 
we should hide our heads under our 
wing mid not sec too much that might 
start our pulses beating. But what 
ire we doing ? 


We arc helping the Finns fight the 


Russians us surely as we are alive. 
Our actions 
tire masked 
only by 


the gossamer thrad of procedure. As 
soon as they were attacked by the 
Russians the Finns 'recognized" the 
existence of a war, although, without 
such ritualistic formality as that of i 
the British and French in declaring' 
war on Germany for invading Poland. 


Yet we as a nation do not recognize 


the war. If we did, the neutrality law 
would go into effect and all its rigors 
would be invoked 
ayainst Finland 


just as much as against Russia. 


Already our ships are barred from 


going to Finland because of the com- 
bat zones nl the mouth of the North 
Sea in connection with the other part 
of the European war. which we for- 
mally recognize. But if the neutrality 
act is not invoked, credit can go. 
And it is eoing. 


SlO.flOO.OOd Loan 


Jesse Jones, as chairman of 
the 


ederal loan agencies, has announced 
that 
the 
Export-Import Bank 
will 


make $10.000.000 available to Finland. 
The President has approved it. of 
course, as no such phenomenal action 
would be taken unless he were will- 
ing. 


It is specifically slated that the mon- 


ey will be used to help rid the United 
States of agricultural surpluses and 
to make other "civilian" supplies avail 
able to Finland. But to Finland a 
dollar's worth of food 
for civilians 


is worth almost as much as a dollar's 
worth of bullets. Every dollar we 
send 
to feed Finnish civilians will 


release a Finnish dollar to buy muni- 
tions. 


Even more important the act in 


itself is as stimulating us a pot of 
coffee to a chilled soldier in a snow- 
drift. 


Moreover. Finland 
evidently 
has 


found supplies of munitions and fight- 
ing equipment closer at hand. Fair- 
ly well-substantiated reports indicate 
Italian and English planes are being 
delivered to Finland. She can get guns 
from Sweden and munitions for guns 
she has already bought there, pro- 
vided Sweden can spare them from 
her own 'emergency mobilization. 


Getting Supplies Through 


There still remains the difficulty of 


getting any supplies at all to Finland, 
the Russian blockade of Finland may

Over 200 Boys to Attend Gigantic Party and 


Father Flanagan to Look Back On Decotion 


to Ideal That Brought Him Fame 


BO YE TOWN, Neb. —(>V>— A young Irish priest with the good mime of Klnnu- 


gfirt walked the streets of Omaha In the war-torn Christmas season of 1917. 
His heart was troubled. 


News from the battlefields of France was on everybody's lips and hardly 


anyone paid attention to the earnest young cleric who sought funds to 
establish n home for \m-lortunnle boys cnUBht in the web of crime breeding 
poverty. 


Eut before Christinas eve of that 


house in Omaha to which he took 
five boys for their first real Yuletide 
celebration. 


On Christmas eve of this year 


Catholics, Protestants, Jews, white 


and black they nil pleaded for a chance 
to enter its limits. The home is non- 
fcclnrinn.

than 200 boys will attend a gigantic 
party at the now famous Boys Town 
home near Omaha—and the Ut. Rev. 
Mt:gr. Edward J. Flanagan, its found- 
er and director, will look back on 
22 years of devotion to a single ideal 
that has brought him international re- 
cognition. 


That ideal—familiar to everyone who 


has talked to the genial, tall, 
bes- 


pcctiaclcd priest—is summed up in 
these nine words, "There is no such 
a tiling as a bad boy." 


By next Christmas eve n building 


program now under way will be com- 
pleted and 500 boys will be citizens of 
this town the only one of its kind 
in the world because it is dedicate to 
boys and boys alone. 


Father4 Flanagan won't talk much

"We started Boys Town with prac- 


tically no money. We starlod our pre- 
sent building program 
with hardly 


a dime. But we have the manpower 
and enthusiasm behind us—the con- 
viction that what we arc doing is 
right. 


"We cannot 
fail. Our people are 


not .so depraved that they will fail to 
listen to our plea. 


"The 
rule that we arc 
brother's 


keeper still prevails in America. If 
that rule is forgotten then we arc no 
better than dictator-con trolled Rtusia or 
Nazi Germany." 


Father 
Flanagan 
has 
preached 


against the folly of allowing youth 
to succumb to the lure of criminal 
ways 
then ' spending "hundreds 
of 


thousands of dollars" in vain attempts 
to educate them in refprm schools." 


"No boy chooses a life of misery 


or unhappincss deliberately—no boy 
and woman in clubs and civic gath- 
erings over the entire country. "What 
a bewildered boy needs is kindness— 
a chance to live where people laugh, 
sing and live as brothers among each 
other. 


That sort of a place is Boys Town 


situated on a busy trans-continental 
highway west of Omaha.
